SUBJECT: SUN STREAK Operational Report - 8809 (U) 


1. (S/NF/SK) During the period of 16 June 1988 to 26 July 1988 
inclusively, four remote viewers conducted a total of eleven 
sessions in an effort to describe the principal fun ction and 
activities related to the target site identified as 
Results of this effort follow substan t i a 1 1 y below. 


2. (S/NF/SK) Viewer 09 5 perceived the target site of interest 
as being subject to construction in two separate phases. The 
first phase of construction is projected for completion within a 
two-year period. The second hpase of construction was not 
accessed by 095. Viewer 095 described the principal target 
structure as being a square, high building of block construction. 
Black, shiny, smooth objects ” capable of being armed and directed 
(aimed)” were observed within the target structure. The concept 
of ^ToU-gutl was associated with the objects and the structure. 

C o n^fuTTs^^we r e observed running above and beljow ground; in fact, 
the site (structure) itself appeared to be Constructed partially 
underground.
